Riots and Mutiny In Russia. 

The revolutionary spirit, long smol- 
dering and sputtering in the war 
troubled realm of Czar Nicholas, has 
leaped into fierce flames of riot and 
mutiny, Just as the government had 
the labor uprising at Lodz and War- 
saw, in Russian Poland, under some 
| semblance of control by giving the 
Cossacks free rein to shoot down all 
persons assémbled in public, the sail- 
ors of the battleship Kniaz Potemkine, 
stationed at the Black sea port of 
Odessa, and flagship of the Black sea 
fleet, broke into open mutiny June 28, 


with the strikers on shore. Immedi- 
ened that they began to burn and loot 
the business sections of Odessa. Mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of property 
along the water front was destroyed. 
In fierce clashes with the troops hun- 
dreds of persons were killed or 
wounded. It was said that many of 
the troops refused to fire on the strik- 
ers, thus rendering the authorities 
helpless until re-inforcements could be

~June 30 the czar had-declared a state 


of war to exist’ at Odessa ar«l neigh- 
boring localities In order té terminate 
the disorders. Martial law was also 
ordered at Lodz and Warsaw, where 
several hundred strikers had been 
killed. Agrarian’ riots extended over 
almost -the entire section of Russian 
Poland and to the Caucasus. The 
presence of foreign vessels and resi- 
dents at Odessa gave the crisis a seri- 
ous international’ aspect. 

When Admiral Kruger arrived with 
his fleet at Odessa, June 30, it was 
first reported that the rebel ship had 
surrendered, but later the news leaked 
through the censorship that another 
battleship, the Georgi Pobiedonostseff, 
had joined the mutiny. For fear of 


similar action by other crews Kruger | 


refrained from firing and returned to 
Sevastopol, where the rest of the fleet 
were put out of commission. 


Peace Envoys Named. 

Russia and ‘Japan gave President 
Roosevelt notice on July 2 of their 
choice of envoys to the Washington 
peace conference early in August. The 
Russians named are Ambassador Ro- 
sen, now at Washington, and Ambas- 
sador Muravieff, at Rome. The Japa- 
nese are the present ambassador at 
Washington, Takahira, and Baron Ko- 
mura. 


Germany’s Reply Milder. 

The reply of Germany to the French 
inquiry about the kaiser’s intentions 
was received at Paris. The impres- 
sion prevailed that the kaiser had tak- 
en a less belligerent attitude since it 
became known that England was to 
back France up. Nevertheless Ger- 
many insists upon the principle of a 
Morocean conference, 

Peking Opposes Boycott. 

Upon representations from. . the 
American minister, Mr. Rockhill,. the 
Chinese government has issued a proc- 
lamation directed against the boycott 
of American goods pending the nego- 
tiations of a new treaty. Peking is 
thought to have been influenced in this 
course by the order of President 
Rooseyelt to soften the execution of 
the exclusion law. The extent of the 
anti-American feeling is said to aston- 
ish foreigners, 6ven advertisements of 
American goods being refused by 
.gome of the papers. The agitation has 
spread to the Straits Settlements, 
where the Chinese control most of the 
Indian trade.

After a stormy debate in the Swedish 


riksdag June 28 a majority of branches 
chose an extraordinary committee to 
which would be referred the govern- 
ment’s bill for a settlement with the 
seceding nation. Men of all parties 
were disposed to rally to support King 
Oscar. Many speeches were made in 
favor of coercing Norway.

Sad Isolation of the Rich. 

Presideht Benjamin Ide Wheeler of 
the University of California in his ad- 
dress before the Dartmouth alumni 
spoke of the economic abundance of 
the last decade, which had produced a 
numerous class of Americans whose 
lives are absorbed in devising means 
to spend a fraction of their income. 
He said their money had made them 
its servants and that the sudden dis- 
lodgment of life conditions produced 
by this rapid excess of wealth com- 
monly results in a pitiful maladjust- 
ment of machinery for work demand- 
ed. One of the gaddest features of 
lives pursued by wealth consists in 
their isolation from humanity—that is, 
they are naturally driven into the so- 
ciety of the like conditioned and bound 
there so that ‘sound judgment and 
clear perspective in the motives and 
movements of human life are seldom 
found among these people of the caste 
who drag a golden ball and chain.”

AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE SPEED 

WHICH AUTOMOBILES AND MOTOR 

CYCLES MAY BE OPERATED ON 
PUBLIC WAYS 
Be it enacted, ete., as follows: 

Seetion 1. The city council of a eity or the 
board of aldennen of a city having no com- 
hon council, and the selectmnen of atown, 
ay make special regulations as to the 
speed of automobiles and motor cycles and as 
tothe use of such vebicles on particular roads 
or-ways, including their complete exclusion 
therefrom. If they devermine that on any 
particular way a speed greater than the 
speeds specified in section eight of chapter 
four hundred and seventy-three of the acts of 
nineteen hundred and three may be per- 
mitted with safety, they may make such 
special regulations as may appear to them to 
be necessars : provided, however, that no sueh 
speeial regulation increasing or lessening the 
speed at which automobiles or motor cycles 
may be run on the public highways, or ex- 
cluding them therefrom, shall be effective 
Unless such regulation shall have been pub- 
lished in one or more newspapers, if there be 
any, published in such city or town, other- 
Wise in one or more newspapers published in 
the county in which the city or town is situ- 
ated. If, within fifteen days after the publi- 
cation of such notice not less than fifty resi- 
dents of Massachusetts, at least ten of Whom 
shall be taxpayers of the city or town, file a 
Written protest with the Massachusetts high- 
Way commission, such special regulation 
shall not be valid until approved by said 
board after public notice and a hearing given 
by said, board in the city or town. Such 
special regulations shall be posted conspicu- 
ously by or under the direction of the Muassa- 
chusetts highway commission, on sign 
boards at such points as the board may deem 
necessary. The costof such sign boards and 
the expenses in connection with their 
erection and maintenance shall be paid out 
of the appropriation for expenses im con- 
nection with the registration of automobiles 
and motor cyeles and the licensing of opera- 
tore thereof. No ordinance, by-law or regu- 
lation now in force inany eity or town which 
regulates the speed at which automobiles or 
Inotor cycles shall be run upen its public 
ways shall hereatter have any toree or effect. 
Nothing herein contained shall be 80 con- 
strued as to affect the rights of boards of park 
commissioners, as authorized by law. 

Section 2. - Section fourteen of chapter four 
hundred and seventy-three of the Acts of the

A general strike order against the 
Pennsylvania Steel company of Har- 
risburg, Pa., was issued by the Inter- 
nationai Association of Structural Iron 
Workers June 27. All men at work on 
steel construction for which this com- 
pany had supplied the material were 
ealled out. The order was due to the 
fact that nonunion men had been em- 
ployed in the manufacture of viaduct 
structural material, An offer to arbi- 
trate the difficulties had 
been submitted by President Buchanan 
of the association. The strike affects 
the Blackwell’s island bridge, New 
York; the Pennsylvania bridge at Ha- 
vre de Grace, Md.; the Memorial bridge 
at Washington, the Boston subway and 
several large Maine contracts. 

Strike at Erie Basin. 

On account of the refusal of the Erie 
Basin Dry Dock company of Brooklyn 
to accede to the demands of their em- 
ployees for increased wages 900 rivet- 
ers and boilermakers struck last week. 
The officers of'the company had made 
arrangements for the importation of 
100 skilled mechanies from Philadel- 
phia, but these men refused to work 
after talking with the strikers. About 
2,000 men are employed by the com- 
pany. President Dickey said the de- 
mands were refused, first, because they 
were paying more than any other con- 
cern, and, second, because they could 
not make an agreement with an irre- 
sponsible body of men.
